Today's Game 

Hornets Versus Tigers in Homecoming 

Containing the number one pass receiver in the nation will be the home- 
coming task of the Fort Hays State Tigers today as the Emporia State Hornets 
meet the Tigers head on in a Rocky AAountain Athletic Conference game. 

Emporia, 2-3 overail but 0-2 in the RMAt, will be without the services of 
the leading passer in Hornet history, Bob Leahy, who was declared ineligible 
three weeks ago. Leahy finished with an impressive 44 completions In 82 at- 
tempts for a .536 per cent completion average and 710 yards. Leahy also toss- 
ed for nine touchdowns while being intercepted twice. 

Bob Janesko will call the signals for the Hornets and already has 26 com- 
pletions in 64 attempts for 531 yards and four IDs. His main target is All- 
American Bruce Cerone who continues to set a standard in pass receiving that 
will make him the greatest in all college football. Currently, Cerone has 33 re- 
ceptions for 666 yards and 8 touchdowns. 

Even though Emporia counts heavily on an aerial game, the rushing attack 
still retains its punch with Charlie Divltto who gained 738 yards and scored 1 1 
touchdowns last year. Divitto has been injured much of this season and hasn't 
been as effective as he was last season. Add Ted Woods, a halfback who gain- 
ed 509 yards to rank second last year, and you have a tough tandem. 

Against Southern Colorado in a 10-9 loss, the E-Staters played in 25-de- 
gree snow storm with winds up to 45 miles an hour. As a result, the passing 
game was off and Cerone' s worst day was a 2 for 28 yards. 

While the Indians were taking Emporia, the Tigers were losing to Wash- 
burn University 27-6 at Topeka. That loss extended the Bengal losing skein to 
10 games including the final five of 1968. 

Looking at the Tiger plus side, John Covington continues to pass for yard- 
age with 34-93 for 624 yards and two touchdowns. Covington's completion 
percentage is only 36 per cent but his protection has allowed the rangy quar- 
terback to be thrown for losses on 22 occasions for 199 yards lost. 

In the Tiger rushing department, Tommy Evans is averaging 3.3 yards per 
tote with 347 net yards and three touchdowns. Jim Keating and Stan Bowen 
have rushed for 38 and 34 yards respectively. 

Kenny Caywood leads the Tigers in pass receptions with 13 for 281 yards 
while Dennis Spratt has 11 for 219 yards. Lionell Jenkins ranks high in recep- 
tions with 1 1 for 93 yards. Tommy Evans is third in total yards with 3 catches 
for 107 yards. 

Coach Tom Stromgren still feels his Tigers are capable of winning in the 
RAAAG. "We have a good ball club but we haven't jelled yet," he said. "We still 
have Emporia, Southern Colorado, Pittsburg and Omaha and none of the four 
are easy so we'll just have to be better than they are on that given day. One 
thing sure, we won't quit just because we're 0-5. We're too proud to quit."

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National Pass Catching Leader to Challenge Tigers 

Impressive as Bruce Cerone's credentials are, opponents and the weather 
have stopped the 5-11, 195-pound senior. Against Colorado State College in 
an early showdown, Cerone was held to 5 receptions for 59 yards and no touch- 
downs. Last week, a 25-degree temperature and a 45-mile-an-hour wind held 
the senior to 2 receptions for 28 yards and no IDs. 

An MAIA, NCAA small college All-American last year, Cerone led the na- 
tion in pass receiving with 91 catches for 1,479 yards and 15 touchdowns. He 
also broke three national NAIA records for most receptions, yards gained in a 
season and pass receiving average per game. 

Two of the marks that fell belonged to the likes of Willie Richardson of 
the Baltimore Colts. Richardson's NAIA career yards gained of 3,616 fell as did 
Florida State's Ron Sellers who set the NCAA mark at 3,598 yards. To date, 

Cerone has 3,701 yards with four games to play. 

Another mark within reach is the total number of career receptions set by 
Howard Twilley of Tulsa who recorded an NCAA high of 261 catches. Cerone 
has a three-year total of 164 catches and was 87 shy at the start of the season. 

Cerone needs just 55 more receptions to set a new standard for collegiate foot- 
ball.

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Key Losses Shade Basketball Outlook 

"We've lost a lot of key people from last year/' head basketball Coach 
Chuck Brehm said, "That's going to hurt us/' he said. 

' But with our returning varsity players and our good crop of juco trans- 
fers and freshmen, we should be able to fill these vacancies;" he added. 

Fort Hays State's 9-13 squad finished in a tie for fourth last year with Pitts- 
burg State in the Initial year of Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference competi- 
tion. Gone from this team are the top six starters including NAIA All-American 
Bill Greying (16.9 scoring average) and high-scoring Gene Rider {16.1 aver- 
age). 

Only one returning starter — 6-8 center-forward Martyn Howgill — is back, 
along with Darryl Apel and Leneal Locke, two guards who saw considerable 
action during the second half of the season last year. 

Also back in action are varsity squadmen Bob Bartkoski (6-5 center-for- 
ward), Met Kitts (6-6 forward) and Mike Gaskeli (6-7 center-forward). 

"It takes time to get a team with a lot of transfers and some inexperienced 
personnel to jell/' Brehm said. "But I'm real pleased with the attitude of our 
boys so far/' he said. 

Included in the junior college transfer corps is 6-4 Hutch Juco product 
Darrell Stockstill, "Darrell's a good forward," Brehm said. "He's consistent on 
the boards and a good scorer." 

Forest Park Junior College (St. Louis) transfer Gary Vejvoda is another 
bright spot for the Tigers, "Gary's got all the tools to play guard in the RMAC/' 
Brehm said, "He's quick, passes and drives well and can hit from outside." 

Two Garden City Juco transfers, Al Campbell (6-4 junior forward) and Du- 
ane Rauhut (6-0 sophomore guard), will also be counted on along with two 
freshmen, Jim Keller (6-3 guard-forward) from Pueblo, Colo., and Steve Wilson 
(6-4 forward) from Wichita North High School, 

Brehm tabs last year's cellar dweller University of Nebraska at Omaha and 
fourth-place Pittsburg State as the pre-season favorites for the RMAC crown. 

"Omaha returns all five starters from last year," Brehm said, "That puts 
them on the top of the list." 

What about the Tigers? "We're going to surprise a lot of people before 
the season is over," Brehm said.

ON THE PLAYING FIELDS of Rugby 
came the genisis of the American 
game of football. 

Had not, In 1823, a schoolboy at 
the famed English Public School by 
She name of William Webb Ellis taken 
it into his head on the spur of the mo- 
ment to run with a ball picked by the 
opposing side, thereby outraging pro- 
priety with his shocking violation of 
the rules, soccer might have contin- 
ued the only style of football played 
in Britain and on the North American 
continent. Then and there (or some 
days later, when the indignant outcry 
had changed to a feeling that maybe 
the revolutionary blackguard had 
something) was born the game of 
Rugby football, or rugger, in which 
running with the ball is permitted. 

Had not, a half century later, Har- 
vard University, also by chance, play- 
ed a style of football that had ele- 
ments of Rugby, soccer (Association 
football) might have remained the 
pastime on our college campuses, and 
our own style of game might not have 
evolved as a predominantly running 
and, later, forward passing game. It 
was a form of soccer, with twenty- 
five on a side, that Princeton and Rut- 
gers played In the first game of inter- 
collegiate football in this country No- 
vember 6, 1869, at New Brunswick, 
N J, It was soccer that Yale and Co- 
lumbia also played a century ago. 

Because its football differed from 
the game of the others, Harvard de- 
clined to join in the first intercolle- 
giate rules convention at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel in New York October 
19, 1873, at which rules modeled af- 
ter those of the London Football As- 
sociation (soccer) were adopted. It 
turned for competition to McGill Uni- 
versity of Montreal, which played ihe 
football of the English Rugby Union. 
Two games in the spring of 1874 with 
McGill at Cambridge, and a third in 
the fall at Montreal, sold Harvard com- 
pletely on Rugby and led, at long last, 
to the most famous of all college foot- 
ball rivalries En the country— the Har- 
vard-yalc, or THE GAME. 

The Crimson and the Blue met for 
the first time November 13, 1875. at 
Hamilton Field in New Haven, Conn,, 
under "Concessionary Rules," playing 
a hybrid game cf Rugby and soccer, 
with fifteen on a side and a round 
soccer ball. Harvard was the winner 
over a Yale team that scarcely knew 
what it was all about. A year later, 
they met in Rugby, with Yale convert- 


ed to Harvrad's style of football and 
Harvard giving in to Yale's demand 
for eleven on a side. They played with 
an egg-shaped leather ball on a field 
140 yards by 70, and Yale won, one 
goal to none. 

That same year, 1876, Princeton, 
won over to Rugby, called a conven- 
tion at Massasoit House in Springfield, 
Mass. Yale, Harvard, Columbia and 
Princeton representatives formed the 
American Intercollegiate Footbafl As- 
sociation. They adopted the code of 
the Rugby Football Union except for 
a scoring change, the game being de- 
cided by a majority of touchdowns 
and a goal being equal to four touch- 
downs. 

The die was now cast; Football was 
to become a running as well as kick- 
ing game, and the way was cleared 
for the evolution of football into a 
game indigenous to the United States. 

The man who led in that evolution, 
whose creative, inventive mind came 
up with the fundamental changes and 
whose leadership in getting them 
adopted brought about the develop- 
ment of a game of imagination, stra- 
tegy, skill, speed and daring far sur- 
passing the rather elemental struc- 
ture and concepts of Rugby, was Wal- 
ter Camp of Yale, He was the first 
giant of American football, the father 
of the game, and he helped io set the 
highest standard of sportsmanship by 
precept and personal example. 

Camp was a contemporary of Amos 
Alonzo Stagg (the most inventive of 
all coaches, the Grand Old Man whose 
coaching career spanned three score 
and ten years until he retired in 1960 
at the age of 98, and who died at 102 
t:i 1965). A man of rugged honesty 
and stern simplicity, Camp was of the 
Spartan mold. From the time Camp 
a -tended a rules convention in 1870 
as a Yale player, he was a member 
of every rules committee until his 
death in March, 1925. 

The first of his most far-reaching 
changes came in 1880. This was the 
substitution of scrimmage for the Rug- 
by scrum. Two years later came the 
adoption of his system of downs and 
yards to gain— at First 5 yards in three 
downs, then 10 En 3 (1906) and final- 
ly 10 in 4 downs (1912). These two 
revolutionary innovations changed 
the basic struck re of football and 
brought about a new concept and for- 
mat of the game. The principle of pos- 
session of the ball was established 
and that was the most fundamental 
departure from Rugby, in which the 
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National NAIA Cross Country Champs

ball changes hands endlessly, often In 
a matter of seconds. Also in 1880, 
Camp won his long fight to reduce 
the number of players from 1 5 to 11. 

With the introduction of scrimmage, 
the quarterback made his appearance 
and also there came a new method of 
putting the bait in play. Instead of be- 
ing heeled out in a melee of rival 
Rugby packs, It was given to the of- 
fensive center and he snapped it back 
with his foot to his quarterback. 

With possession and control of the 
bail, planning and strategy became 
important. Also in 1882, the field was 
reduced from 140 by 70 yards to 1 10 
by 53 1/3 and took on the gridiron 
appearance with the horizontal lines 
every five yards for the measurement 
of first downs. 

Simultaneously, Camp devised the 
system of signals and worked out the 
accepted arrangement of the eleven 
players—7 forwards, a quarter, two 
halfbacks and a fullback. A year la- 
ter he introduced the numerical scor- 
ing system, assigning point values for 
the methods of scoring— 5 for a field 
goal, 4 for a goal after touchdown 
(try), 2 for a touchdown and 1 for a 
safety (made by opponent). 

In 1884, another of the fundamen- 
tal features of American football be- 
came established without actually be- 
ing sanctioned by legislation. This was 
interference or blocking. Princeton 


had been using convoys at the sides 
of the carrier since 1879 and now 
sent them ahead, a dear violation of 
Rugby's "offside/" but passively ac- 
cepted and then, in 1888, legalized 
by implication. 

In 1888 came the last of Camp's 
fundamental changes that created the 
structure of the American game prior 
to the legalization of the forward pass 
in 1906. This was permitting tackling 
below the waist. 

When the line constricted, the backs 
-^formerly spread across the field — 
had to close in also, for protection 
against the deadly low tackle. Thus 
resulted the close formation that be- 
came standard — the original T, from 
which a quarter century later Notre 
Dame was to shift Into the box and 
which, approximately another quarter 
century after, was to have Its revival 
in the modern version as employed 
with sensational success by Stanford 
University. 

No one foresaw It at the time, but 
this particular change in 1888 was to 
bring about a game so brutal and haz- 
ardous as to lead to outcries for the 
abolition of football. As a conse- 
quence the far-reaching rules changes 
of 1906 legalized the forward pass 
and resulted in an open game so im- 
aginative and thrilling with its speed, 
deception and skilled maneuvers as to 
win millions of new followers. 
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National Champs Tough Under Coach Francis 


When most coaches lose a competitor like All-Ameri- 
can cross country runner John Mason, they're down, But 
not Fort Hays State's veteran Coach Alex Francis, 

"You don't ever replace guys like that — ever/' 
Francis said. Mason was undefeated his last two years at 
Fort Hays State and ranked as the top cross country run- 
ner in college competition as the Tigers won their third 
national title. 

"But we have some outstanding boys back with us 
this year/' Francis said. "Our problem is getting them in- 
to shape. We'll be ready for the late season meets and 
for the two big ones, the NAIA and the RMAC meets," 
Ten lettermen return to boost the Tiger fortunes. 
Heading the list are sophomores Larbi Oukada, Casablan- 
ca, Morrocco, and Alvin Penka, Odin, 

Penka paced the Tiger harriers to two straight wins 
to open this season. The 5-9, 140-pound runner led FHS 
past Kearney (Neb,) State College 18-43, then establish- 
ed a course record at the Wichita Invitational as the Ti- 
gers picked up their second win. 

Oukada, who competed for his native country Mo- 
rocco in the 1968 Olympics, has been slow in recovering 
from a leg injury suffered last season. 

"But he's really coming around now," Francis said. 
"He's much better than expected at this point/' he added, 
Oukada returned to action in the third meet of the 
season for the Tigers at the Oklahoma Jamboree in Still- 
water. 

The 5-11, 140-pound runner captured third place at 
the Jamboree as a powerful University of Texas squad 


finished first. The University of Kansas placed second, 
followed by FHS, 

Former high school standout Penka Followed Oukada 
to the tape for fourth place. 

"I was pleased with our team finish," Francis said. 
He pointed out that it was still early in the season. "And 
we don't reach our peak until near the end," he said. 

The Texas runners totaled only 36 points to KU's 47 
and FHS's 67 in the meet. Fort Hays State's RMAC rival, 
Emporia State Teachers College, finished fourth with 114 
points, followed by Oklahoma State University, 132; 
Eastern New Mexico University, 157; Wichita State Uni- 
versity, 175; Texas Christian University, 225, and Okla- 
homa Baptist University, 242. 

But Oukada and Penka are backed by several other 
top veterans. Two seniors, Jerry Duran of Johnson and 
Jerry Shelly of Ford, are back for their final round of 
college competition. Both have earned three letters in the 
sport. 

Steve Boehmer, Bern junior, and a host of sopho- 
mores including Herb Camten, Long Island, N.Y.; Dave 
Goering, Sylvan Grove; Dave McLeland, Great Bend, and 
Dennis Wheatcroft, Ellinwood, provide additional strength 
for Francis' squad. 

Newcomers to the squad are freshmen Elmo Bailey 
of Medicine Lodge, Ken Walker of Wathena and Rich 
Green of Hays.
